"I am sure 
the rest will follow suit." 


The strike was called last Tues- 


day to protest a guard ushvj a club 
to breakup a fight between two 
prisoners. 


All the men were fed last night 


for the first time since Thursday 
morning when Warden G e o r g c 
Alexander stopped meals 
as 
a 


reprisal for the strike. 


The break came yesterday when 


James H. Audelte, a convict who 
led the prisoners' grievance com- 
mittee, assured the warden that !)0 
per cent of the men would

with their strike: 


1. The guard who they accuse of 


brutality will bcdisciplined.
